Attempt to Storm Police Head- 
guarters—Trouble Started 
Over Noise of Dredger

NEW HAVEN, Conn., 
—TJTwo hundred Yale 
hurling bricks and fruit, stormed 
police headquarters early today 
in an effort to rescue six of their 
comrades who had been arrested, 
but they were unable to break 
through the ranks of 50 policemen 
masséd before the entrarice.

COPENHAGEN, May 30.—How 
he and Lieut.

The city hall was crowded with a 
distinguished company which in- 
cluded Government officials, dip- 
lomats and noted voyagers of the 
Arctic and Antarctic. 

Wilkins Spoke in English, his 
address being interpreted by Dr. 
Krarup Nielsen, who was a com- 
panion of the Captain in the Ant- 
arctic for many months in 7-929. 
Eielson spoke in Norwegian and his 
Eskimo stories evoked great hilar- 
ity.

would have been filled with editors in a hurry. | 

The editor of the Daily Gazette at Lancaster re-| 
cently published an editorial criticising a justice of 
the peace for nominally fining a youth who had | 
assaulted a young woman. The justice thrust the | 
editor into jail. A Judge of the Court of Common 
Pleas promptly released him upon the ground that 
the utterance of the newspaper followed disposition | 
of the case and therefore could not have interfered | 
with the procedure. | 

Now the editor is suing the justice for unlawful | 
imprisonment, and we hope to see him stick to it. | 
He was exercising his right to criticise injustice | 
and-had he been without the courage to do it he 
would hare been unworthy of his profession. 
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HARD ON THE WESTERN RAILROADS. 

For 20 years the Western railroads at St. Louis 
have protested against paying the ferry charge both | 
ways on through freight. Thirteen years ago they

4 notified the Terminal Association that they would 


no longer do this, and the more numerous Eastern | 
lines on the board voted down the Western lines. 
Recently the Western lines took this matter to 
the Interstate Commerce Commission. which de- 
cided in their favor. It had been an early custom 
;for the Western lines to accept westbound freight 
om the other side of the river and deliver eastbound | 
freight there, a custom which originated in the days | 
when the lines west of the river feared the compe- | 
tition of the Alton over the Louisiana bridge and so 
accepted westbound freight at the east bank. They | 
no longer fear this competition, or at least represent. 
that they do not fear it. Also, the volume of east- | 
bound freight has grown; it now exceeds the volume 
of westbound freight passing through this gateway. | 
Nevertheless, the Eastern lines resisted the judg. 
ment of eed Interstate Commerce Commission and. 
took the before a special court of three Federa! : 
Judges at Chicago. These Judges dismissed the’ 
suit for want of equity. Then the Eastern lines ap- 
pealed to the Supreme Court of the United States. 
The Supreme Court, in an opinion written by Justice | 
Butler and handed down last week, reversed by | 
wnanimous assent the judgment of the Commission. | 
It held that long acquiescence by the Western vende! 
in the present situation indicated that they are sat- 
isfied with it. They have been saying for 20 years | 
that they are dissatisfied with it, but the Court | 
nevertheless held that since it is a practice they are. 
in truth satisfied with it. That is. they are satisfied | 
and they do not know it. Justice Butler held the | 
case to be @ rate case. though the Western lines | 
denied this. The Eastern lines resisted the ferry 
charge upon the ground that their lines end in East 
St. Louis on through freight, though coming into St. 
Louis on St. Louis freight. Justice Butler implied 
,»*hat f would have been important had more evi- | 
dence been submitted showing that the Eastern lines ,

have all the facilities necessary to delivering freight 
on the west side, though the Western lines did‘ 
submit (1) that the Eastern lines are members of the | 
Terminal Association, which has facilities on this 
side of the river for such deliveries; (2) that tariffs 
and time tables of the Eastern lines show that they 
do in fact end in St. Louis and not East St. Louis. 

The record in the case was three feet high, and 
the decision came down within a month. Needless 
to say, it has left the Western lines sorry that they 
ever instituted any such practice. It is costing them 
some $500,000 a year. 


A BUSY SESSION OF CONGRESS. 

The session of Congress which closed yesterday 
was a busy session. It passed nearly 1000 bills, 
among them several measures of first importance. 

Among the notable measures were the bills for 
flood céntrol on th@ Mississippi River, tax reduction 
to the amount of $222,495,000, the White-Jones mer- 
chant marine, the alien property settlement act and 
for the operation of Muscle Shoals by the Govern- 
ment. The President has not acted on the Muscle 
Shoals bill, amd there is expectation of it being 
vetoed. : 

The Congress kept the President busy, both sign- 
ing and vetoing bills. Mr. Coolidge vetoed a dozen 
bills. Six of these went to a second vote in Congress, 
and three were passed over the President’s veto. The 
Senate sustained the President’s veto of the McNary- 
Haugen bill. The appropriations of the Congress 
for the coming year, including the provisions for debt 
reduction, interest, all fixed charges and expenses. | 
reached $4,642,897,000. | 

The closing days of the session were marked by a 
strenuous filibuster against the Boulder Dam bill 
that prevented it from going to a vote. 

The fight over Boulder Dam, like that over Muscle | 
Shoals, was directed against Government control, 
which was opposed by the powerful public utilities 
lobby. 

The Senate’s session was notable for the winding 
up of the investigation of the Teapot Dome scandal. 
It disclosed practically all the facts touching the 
crooked Continental deal and brought to light the 
contribution of Harry Sinclair out of his share of the | 
Continental spoil to the Republican National Com- 
mittee, through Will Hays. The Senate investigated 
expenditures by and for presidential candidates and 
thereby put a crimp in the collecting of big campaign 
slush funds. 

Altogether, the session had an unusual record of 
useful action.

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Muscle Shoals in Crisis 


A Review of the Important Points in the Muscle Shoals Controversy; Why the 
Private Power Interests, Though They Made Niggardly Bids for It, Fear Its 
Operation by the Government; if the Norris-Morin Bill Is Vetoed, Muscle Shoals 
Will Provide a Major Issue in the Campaign. 


From the New Republic. 


F President Ceolidge follows the wishes 
| of the private power interests and acts 

in accordance with his own views against 
rublie ownership, he will veto the bill, but 
it would be difficult to explain a veto in 
terms of concrete public advantage. 

During the war, the Government built 
at Muscle Shoals. on the Tennessee River. 
a dam, power houses and a chemical plant 
@t a cost of $158,000,000. The original pur- 
pose was to provide a source of nitrates, 
to be procured from the air by an electro- 
chemical process, which would help in sup- 
plying our war needs, cut off as we were 
from the German supply and paying high 
prices to Chile for nitrogen products ex- 
tracted from the ground. The electric pow- 
er plants, shipping current in a 300-mile 
radius, might supply current to large parts 
of 10 states—Alabama, Mississippi, Ten- 
nessee, Georgia. Kentucky, Arkansas, Mis- 
souri, Flerida, Dlinois and Indiana. 

After the war, certain farming groups 
tecame interested in having the plant op- 
erated ag a source of nitrates for fertilizer. 
But when the army sought for bidders, rep- 
resentatives of the power companies said 
they were not interested, since the estab- 
lishment could not be operated profitably 
either by them or by the Government. Then 
Henry Ford offered to take the plant for 
100 years, at an absurdly low rental At 
this juncture, chemical and power com- 
panies began to bid, tn spite of their for- 
mer declaration that the plant was not 
worth anything. The House of Represen- 
tatives passed a bill accepting the Ford 
offer, but the Senate, after months of care- 
ful investigation by Senater Norris and oth- 
ers, decided that the Ford offer was gross- 
ly inadequate. A joint congressional com- 
mittee was then formed te negotiate further 
bids. 


In the meantime, the Government, oper- 
ating only half the existing equipment, and 
selling the power to the Alabama Power 
Co. at two mills a kilowatt hour—e low 
price usually paid on short-term contracts 
for uncertain power—has been receiving a 
het operating income, after paying ex. 
penses, of nearly $700,009 a year. One of 
the army engineers has testified that in 10 
years the power, without further develop- 
ment, ought to be worth $3,500,000 an- 
nually. 

The bids received after the rejection of 
the Ford offer were considerably higher. 
Two striking characteristics, however, stood 
out from most of them. One was that the 
companies evidently did not count heavily 
upon the fertilizer plant, but expected to 
make large profits from the sale of the 
surplus power. Some of the offers were 
so framed as to emphasize the “cheap fer-~ 
tilizer” feature, in order to catch the votes 
or farm representatives, but it had become 
established by this time that the chemica! 
piants at Muscle Shoals were eut of date, 
that the new, better, and cheaper processes 
required far less electricity. and more coal, 
which is obtainable elsewhere at lower cost. 
The bidding companies cid not care how 
little fertilizer they sold, or how little profit 
they made on it, if they eceuld only secure 
a grip on the power for distribution to the 
public. The sccond point was that these 


companies were far more interested in a 
complete development of the Tennessee 
River, which would make possible a large 
quantity of “firm” power, than in the ex- 
isting Muscle Shoals plant alone. For such 
@ complete development, the Associated 
Power Companies, for instance, offered a 
rental averaging over $3,500,000 a year. 

This, the best of the bids, was, however, 
nowhere near good enougn. By improve- 
rents at the site of Muscle Shoals itself. 
without controlling the headwaters of the 
river, the Government might generate 
encugh power to bring it about $48,000,000 
a year more than it is now receiving.-Thus. 
on the mere basis of the best return on its 
investment, the Government might far bet- 
ter retain the plant, make the desirable ad- 
ditions, and dq the operating. 


But there is a broader reason for Gov- 
ernment operation. The private-power 
companies, through the holding company 
accretions, are rapidly approaching a na- 
tional monopoly. The service of power has 
long been a local monopoly. <As public 
utilities, the operating companies are 
theoretically regulated by commissions, 
since it would be unjust and unwise te al- 
low them to exercise monopoly powers over 
the price and efficiency of such a basic ne- 
cessity. But regulation has broken down 
in important respects, and in other im. 
portant respects has never been extended 
far enough. By means of intricate theories 
of valuation of their properties, the com- 
panies have in many cases prevailed upon 
commissions and courts te allow them re- 
turns which yield extravagant profits to 
the owners of conmmmon stock. It is there- 
tore argued that the public should own and 
operate a few major producing systems, as 
measuring sticks of the prices, profits and 
service of the big compantes, and to act 
as a competitive check to the private mo- 
nopoly. For similar reasons, the private 
utilities have exhausted every resource to 
prevent public agencies from operating or 
constructing any of the important remaining 
major sources of power—Muscle Shoals. 
Boulder Dam, the St. Lawrence or the Co- 
lumbia Rivers. They are frankly afraid. 
not that Government operation would be 
inefficient, but that, on the contrary, such 
projects would show the public how cheap- 
ly power could be obtained were it not for 
the intervention of private profit. 

If the present Muscle Snoails bill is passed 
in a desirable form, it will furnish a means, 
both of remunerating the Government 
handsomely for its investment, and of safe- 
guarding the consumers of power in the 
accessible states. 

A veto of such a measure, which would 
be both good business for the Government 
and good business for the citizen, is to. be 
expected. If it comes. it wil] provide a 
major tssue for the campaign. [If Gov. 
Smith’s water power policy in New York 
State, the product of years of careful 
thought and stated clearly in unequivoca! 
terms, is not to be repudiated, he can hardly 
avoid advocating Gevermment ope 
Muscle Shoals. Secretary Hoover has an- 
nounced his adherence to the Coolidge 
policies; his position on this issue has never 
been declared.

fat may arise from several] 

causes. Certain cases are un- 
doubtedly due to disturbances of 
the d@uctless glands: the fat boy 
in Pickwick was probably a sub- 
jett of insufficiency of the pitui- 
tary. And cases of obesity from 
overweight due to myxoedema or 
thyroid insufficency are frequently 
seen. Again, at that period in life 
when the ovaries cease to func- 
tion it is notable that women take 
on weight and it is eons unevenly 
distributed. 

Other cases of oliactty are equal- 
ly plainly due to a bodily disposi- 
tion. That type of person de- 
scribed in Part I as of a lateral 
build has with that lateral build 
a tendency to small lungs, good 
appetite, and overweight just as 
surely as the characters ‘“ver- 
milion” and “miniature,” or 
“brown” and “speck,” are grouped 
together as hereditary characters 
and transmitted together in 
Drosophila.

tend to indicate that the obesity 
of the constitutionally fat person 
There is some 
other factor at play than the mere 
mathematical question of the in- 
take of food, balanced by the dis- 
sipation of energy by exercise, 
work or activity. 

He selected a patient, a girl of 
30 years, weighing 173 ‘ pounds. 
She was thoroughly familiar with 
the computation of dietetic fig- 
ures, because her.mother had 
been: a diabetic for years, and this 
patient calculated and prepared 
the Wiabetic mother’s meals. The 
experiment was therefore accyrate- 
ly conducted. For six months this 
patient lived on a diet which was 
one fourth of her calculated food 
requirements; at the same _ time 
she went through systematic and 
vigorous exercises. At the end of 
this period she weighed only one 
ounce less than when she began. 

So there is real justification for 
the wail of these people that they 
cannot help being fat, that they 
really eat less than other people. 
They should be pitied rather than 
censured. Strouse’s experiments 
tended to show that, contrary to 
general belief, starches did not 
fatten them so much as fat. They 
seem to have a peculiar tendency 
to store, not burn, the fat which 
is eaten. 

he remaining group is com- 
posed of people who ask doctors 
at dinner tables: “Is alligator pear 
fattening?” Anyone who will take 
the trouble to read over the first 
part of this chapter must see how 
absolutely foolish such a question 
is. It leaves out all the factors of 
the problem. It does not tell us 
how much alligator pear there is, 
it does not make any record of 
the amount of exercise or the 
caloric requirement of the con- 
sumer cf the alligator pears. Ev- 
ery food that has any food-value 
at all is fattening if taken in large 
enough quantities. I shall not 
soon erase from the tablets of 
memory the picture of a middle- 
aged woman going about at a 
certain summer 
lemon after lemon because they 
were “thinning.” 

To reduce weight in patients of 
this clases is a mathematical prob- 
lem, which has an unknown X 
factor, that factor being human 
nature. 
to eat less, particularly of those 
foods, starches and fats, which 
readily turn into fat, and to work 
or exercise more. It is a very 
simple equation; the only reason 
it is not’ more succeksful is that 
human nature is easily tempted 
and that people get into the notion 
that if they diet for a while, that 
is all that is necessary. The treat- 
ment of overweight, like the treat- 
ment of any metabolic disease, is

ers, the words of an eminent 
physiologist—“Fat is wet gunpow- 
der.” It will-burn after there is 
nothing else to consume but it 
must be dried.

Gout is the disease of protein or 
protein end-product disorder. It is 
rarely, though sometimes, seen in 
America. Some English physicians, 
on the other hand, have dropped 
into a fad of calling half the 
chronic disorders they see gouty. 
It manifests itself by attacks of 
pain of the most atrocious severity 
in the joints, particularly of the 
toes and fingers. There are de- 
posits of urates in the joints, also 
in the cartilage of the ear. It is 


“best treated by a drug, atophan, or 


cinchophen, or its improvement 
neocinchophen, which reduces pain 
and stimulates the excretion of uric 
acid. Elimination of protein food 
from the diet, and the use of heat- 
and-water-cures are necessary. 

Rickets is a nutritional disease 
of very complex origin, occurring 
almost exclusively in infants. Be- 
cause the bones are affected promi- 
nently, particularly because calci- 
um is not deposited in the growing 
bone, it has been called a disease 
of calcium deficiency. Other fac- 
tors unquestionably enter into the 
matter, because the use of cod-liv- 
er oil will undoubtedly help to 
start the bones to laying down cal- 
cium, and as cod-liver oil contains 
no undue amount of calcium, it is 
possible because it contains a fat- 
soluble vitamin Which these chil- 
dren anced. . 

A curious phenomenon is the ef- 
fect of sunlight on rickety children. 
It alone, with no other treatment, 
will do wonders. It is noteworthy 
in this connection that rickets is 
likely to show up in the spring, 
after children have been indoors 
away from sunlight through the 
winter, and is much more fre- 
quently seen in Negro- children, 
whose skin filters sunlight away 
from the underlying parts and the 
blood. Supplementing this are 
some experiments in which white 
and black rats were given the same 
prorachitic diet, only the black rats 
developing rickets. Modern pedia- 
tric science has discovered much 
about the cause and cure of -the 
disease. 

Scurvy is produced in all labora- 
tory animals on an inadequate diet. 
Infantile scurvy, manifesting itself 
by swellings around joints, often 
called rheumatism, is usually due 
to using condensed milk alone as a 
diet. A fuller diet, particularly 
giving some orange juice with its 
water-soluble vitamin, results in 
prompt improvement, Adult seurvy, 
though occasionally seen still, ways 
once a common disease among 
eailors wko went on long voyages 
with no fresh meat or vegetables, 
milk or eggs. 

Other deficiency diseases: Pella- 
gra is a peculiar condition, not in- 
frequently seen in the United 
States, particularly in masked 
forms, in which a peculiar change 
occurs in the skin, especially of the 
hands and face. It usually can be 
traced to a faulty diet. Beri-beri, 
the disease from which our knowl- 
edge of the vitamins really sprang, 
has almost exclusively an Oriental 
distribution and is certainly caused 
by an entirely rice diet, in which 
the metacarp of tne,rice has been 
removed by a sort of miiling proc- 
ess called polishing.
